The Superintendents did not ander- 
stand their busineds. They did not re- 
port what they did. The Direetors did 


}not know anything of mining. | They 
never went near the mine. Tt t ys 


auy knowledge, they did not lay it before 
the stockholders und the public. The 
Directors and stockholders were satisfied 
to let the Suncrintendent Have bis owti 
way 8o long as the mine paid. The Trus- 
tees regarded their offices us valuable for 
the facilities which they liad of bullin 
at the steck, and speculating 
in it. : 
Under such circumstances misuianage- 
ment is unavoidable. The main basis 
of the evils was ignorance of the business 
mn hand, but the primary responsibility 
lies with the stockholdera, who at théett 
annual meetiugs did not make thorough 
investigations and require full reports 
of the conduct of the ofticers. Theevils 
above mentioned. have not yet 
away, and will not, until the stockholders 
and public opinion compel a change. 


Many Directors appear to have a bitter 
‘dislike of-any criticism of their conduct ; 


they appear to think that the best way - 
is to keep their proceedings and their 
business secret. This may be very profit- 
able to the Directors, but it will never 
satisfy those who hold, or would like ts 
hold the stock. 

This is a subject upon whicl there 
cannot be too much agitation, until 
rect practices aré universally recogniz- 
ed and éstablished. There is no securi- 
ty for the maintenance of a fair priced 
for stock without confidence, whict 
again requires information, and that re- 
quires systematic, frequent and exact res 
pores open to the public.
